The sign stood there mutely with out¬ 
stretched arms, welcoming all to our town.

A report was filed 
and the city crew carted it away uncere¬ 
moniously to the city yard for further dis¬ 
position. ^

Stanton home receives award 


A home at 419 E. Highland originally built 
by the .Pegler family has been chosen by the 
Sierra Madre Beautification Committee as recipient 
of the coveted Wistaria Award. 

The large, yellow, Victorian period home is 
owned by Dr. Carey Stanton and is filled with 
antiques to match the exterior of the home. 

Stanton, who is an architectural historian, 
has returned the home to its original “look,” 
having replaced the wooden front porch and cover¬ 
ing up the swimming pool installed by a former 
owner, according to Phyllis Chapman, Sierra Madre 
historian. 

The home was built by John Carlton Pegler 
in 1893 after he came here from England, accord¬ 
ing to Phyllis Chapman. He was born in Bleding- 
ton, England in 1847 and was married to Mary 
Bullock while still there. They had three sons, all 
born in England, and then the family came to the 
LTnited States in 1880, first settling in Iowa and 
Oregon before arriving in Sierra Madre. Pegler 
bought 14 acres on which to build the home.

Jameson property 
Is sold to developers 


Vacant land around the Jameson mansion at 
481 W. Highland in Sierra Madre has been sold 
to Suburban Land Developers, Inc. in Duarte with 
Ralph Rittenhouse as president. 

According to Arthur Kirk, trustee of the Jame¬ 
son Trust and president of the Jameson Foundation, 
perimeter land from both entities has been sold 
for development. Development will not take place 
for a year, Kirk said, and Kirk will continue to 
live on the property. Property sold equals 275,000 
square feet. 

“Everything is as usual. The sale doesn’t 
conflict with us here. This (foundation and trust) 
will go on as it has except that we won’t have 
the huge property. Two-thirds of lot 17 has been 
retained here for the gardens and the home . . .

The Jameson family left the property to a 
foundation following Mrs. Jameson’s death in 1963.

July 20, leaving six directors of the foundation.

Sierra Madre was stricken with a water 
shortage. Pegler dug a well 235 feet deep so that 
he could irrigate the orange grove around the 
home, then was able to supply the southwest 
part of Sierra Madre with water for two years 
thereafter. This was the first deep well developed 
in this area. 

Chapman told The News that Pegler was one 
of the first trustees of Sierra Madre when the city 
was incorporated. He died in 1915 at the age of 
68 and is buried in the San Gabriel cemetery. 
Mrs. Pegler died in 1932 at the age of 85.

Newspapers are whera the action la 
these days. According to Information com¬ 
piled by The American Newspaper Pub¬ 
lishers Associstlon, newspapers achieved 
a total $20.5 billion In total advertlaing 
revenue, a 16% Increase over 1982 totals, 
and $4.4 billion more than Its nearest 
competitor, television. 

They remain the leading advertlaing 
medium In tha U.S. with 27% of the total 
advertising revenues. 

Advertising lineage increased more 
than 5% last year. And newspapers con¬ 
tinue to rank among the natlon’a largeat 
manufacturing employers with an ea- 
tlmated work force of 421,000. 

More than 100,000 women have Joined 
the ranka of newspaper employeea aince 
1960. Women now reproaent more than 
39% of the total work force. 

An average of 2.2 persons reads 
each newapaper circulated In the U.S. 
In major matropolitan areas, as many aa 
2.7 persons resd esch newspaper cir¬ 
culated. 

The number of weekly newepapers 
totaled 7546 In early 1984 with a total 
circulation of 43,092,486 persons. 

Newsprint prices Increased $600 per 
metric ton In 1963, a 8.6% Increase over 
the 1982 price. This expense accounts 
for approximately 18% of the publlahing 
costs for small newapapers and 29% 
for large newapapers. Nevertheless, 77% 
of all U.S. dally newapapers sell for 25 
cento. And 83% of all Sunday newapapers 
sell for 60 cents or less.

'Amateurs’ don’t act like amateurs In crises

In 1923, Don Mix, an amateur radio opera¬ 
tor accompanied Donald MacMillan to the Arctic 
Circle on the schoonff “Bowdoin.” Amateurs in 
Canada and the United States provided radio con¬ 
tacts between the "Bowdoin” and its home base. 

This venture was so successful that other ex¬ 
plorers followed suit. Since then, more than 200 
voyages and expeditions have been assjgtfd by 

amateur radio. 

Providing contact on such expeditions is only 
one phase of public service made available 
by amateur radio. Since 1913, amateurs have often 
been the only means of communications in 
floods, earthquakes, storms, forest Hres, blizzards, 
and tornados. 

During World War I they exhibited their skill 
and ability with the U.S. Army and Navy, which 
resulted — In 1923 — in the establishment of 
the Naval Communications Reserve and the Army 
Amateur Radio System which now exists as the 
Military Affiliate Radio System (MARS). 

In World War II, thousands of amateurs 
in the Naval Reserve were called to active duty, 
and served as communications specialists. In all, 
over 25,000 amateur radio operators served in the 
armed forces of the United States during this 
period. In addition, thousands more were involved 


in electronic research, devdopment and 
manufacturing. 

The amateur, or "ham,” as he is often called, 
is always ready to try something new, which has 
led to the development of improved equipment 
and techniques. During WWIl, amateurs helped 
create secret radio devices, and contributed to 
the development of modem military communication 
equipment. 

But it is the individual ham, monitoring various 
communication modes on different frequencies, 
ready to provide service when and where needed, 
who is the heart of the “Amateur Radio Service.” 
Hams provided the only means of communication 
during the 1955 floods, the 1964 Alaskan 
earthquake, during the hurricane Camille, the 
Guatemalan earthquake, and many other disasters. 

Most recently, at the outset of the Grenada 
invasion by U.S. Marines, an American medical 
student at the university there was the sole 
non-military communication link to the U.S. State 
Department and others in this country until after 
the invasion was underway. 

When commercial communication modes are 
knocked out by disaster, hams often are first on 
the scene, providing health and welfare 
communication to families outside the disaster 
zone. Often hams Find themselves so swamped 
with messages in these situations that they operate 


their stations around the clock, knowing how 
anxiously the messages are awaited. 

Non-hams are sometimes surprised to learn that 
the amateur radio hobbyist provides this 
communication service free of charge. The motion 
picture, “Testament,” Filmed in Sierra Madre, gives 
a valid representation of amateur radio at its best 
under the worst of conditions. In the movie, ham 
radio provided the only means of communication

Local hams provide their services and radio 
skills each year before, during, and after the 
Tournament of Roses Parade, assisting law 
enforcement agencies with illness, accident, and 
trafFic flow reports. Search and rescue operations 
are almost always supplemented with the aid of 
hams, especially when the search team members 
must travel far from home, in rugged wilderness 
where other forms of communicaitons do not 
exist. 

Unlike the Citizen’s Radio Service, better 
known as “CB,” prospective hams must prepare 
for a two-part examination, which is required by 
the Federal Communications Commission, in order 
to obtain a license to operate. This test includes 
a demonstration of Morse code proFiciency, as 
well as a written section on technical, operational, 
and regulatory matters. There are Five classes of

Learning the technical material is not exactly 
a breeze for many, nor is the Morse Code. ‘“The 
Radio Amateur’s Handbook,” published by the 
American Radio Relay League, is more than 600 
pages of mind-bending diagrams, circuit 
descriptions, and operating techniques. Still, hams 
continue to learn, and to obtain licenses, and are 
often in the forefront of technical development 
in electronics. Satellite communications has become 
commonplace in recent years as another facet 
of this hobby. 

The ham subscribes to the Amateur’s Code, 
which states that the amateur is “gentlemanly, 
loyal, progressive, friendly, balanced and 
patriotic.”

It has taken 15 months to find something 
that would negate the near-psychotic state 
that going smokeless invariably produced.

It allowed me to continue my addiction 
to nicotine, but in a form that the body can 
handle without adverse effects. Eventually, I 
will face the problem of giving up my sub¬ 
stitute, but in the meantime my lungs are 
rejuvenating themselves and 1 have been able 
to free myself of the psychological dependence 
on the smoking habit. 

The first couple of weeks had their 
moments of agony, but on the whole it hasn’t 
been all that bad.
